Discovery Reduces 


Cost of Producing 


Glycerine for War 


Washington, July 1'4.—Discovery in 


the internal revenue division labora- 
tory of a process of 
manufacturing 


glycerine from sugar, was announced 
today by the treasury department. 


Under the secret process 
evolved 


tbe cost of this substance, a heavy 
factor in the manufacture of explo- 
sives, will be reduced 
to 
slightly i 
more tlian one-fourth of its 
present 
cost. 
Glycerine is at present manufactur- 
ed almost entirely from fat at a cost or 
90 cents a pound, which is six times 
its cost of production, 
before 
the 
war. Extraction" of the product fro-n 
sugar will insure prdueclon, 
officials 
estimate, at 25 cents a pound or less*. 
The immense importance of the dis- 
covery in conserving the fat supply 
of die nation Is pointed out by of- 
ficials who declare 
Germany's 
fat 
shortage is largely due to the use of 
fats for the production of explosives.
